CZAR ISSUES A UEASE. 
ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 13, 2 a. m.—The 


czar iseued an ukase this morning not only 


denying Poland’s plea for atitonomy and a 
parliament, but refusing to permit Poland to 
share in the constitutional rovernment re- 
cently granted to all the rest of Russia. 

The czar declares that Poland is in a.state 
of insurrection, and that, until order is re- 
stored, and the people prove .weir ioyalty, it 
cannot join in the douma. 

The text of the imperial ukase issued this 
morning ts as follows: 

“In aecordancée with the ukase of Dec. 
25, 1904, the exceptional laws hindering the 
free development of the hation were abro- 
gated and the Poles were given the same 
diol as the Russians. ‘Educational, mu-

i <i The potent measures adopted by 
the government Were extéhded to Poland, 
which also was given the right of participa- 
tion in the douma and freedom of meeting. 
Finally on Oct. 30 the Poles were fully recog- 
nized as free citizens, thereby obtaining fuil 
opportunity to prove their capacity. By 
participating in a great creative work they 
consequently would have gradually attained 
the- ulterior progress of the Polish nation 
with the end of the electoral institutions, 
which naturally would have sympathized 
with their fate. 


Forget Lessons of Past. 

“ Forgetting the painful beseons of the past, 
the politicians who are directing the national 
movement in the kingdom of Poland are 
making attempts as dangerous for the Polish 
population as they are insolent toward Rus- 
sia, to bring about the separation of the 
empire. Rejecting the idea of working in 
common with the Russian people in the 
douma, they are demanding in a serice of 
revolutionary meetings the complete auton- 
omy of Poland with a special constitutional 
diet, thereby aiming at the restoration of the 
kingdom of Poland. 

“Two poHtical groups, one socialist and 
one nationalist, who are opposed to each 
other, are united in this aspiration, which is 
upheld by many writers, publicists, and 
popular orators who carry the people with 
them. 

‘In different districts of the Vistula there 
have been numerous processions, the par- 
ticipants in which carried Polish flags and 
sang revolutionary songs. At the same time 
there has begun the arbitrary exclysion by 
the Poles of the state language, even in gov- 
ernmental institutions, where its employ- 
ment is provided for by law. 


Impotent Against Revolt. 

“In certain localities bands of workmen 
and peasarits are pillaging the schools, the 
state spirit shops, and communal buildings, 
destroying all correspondence in the Russian 
language. Representatives of loca! authori- 
ties, in defending order and public safety, 
have been watering the earth for a year 
past with their blood by falling victims to 
political crimes, and the reasonable part of 
Polish society is impotent against the grow- 
ing pressure of revolutionary organizations. 

“The government will not tolerate attacks 
on the integrity of the empire, insurrec- 
tionary plots, or acts of violence. It de- 
clares in a decisive manner that as long as 
the troubles in the Vistula districts continue, 
and as long as that part of the population 
adhering to politjcal agitators continues its 
present sway, these districts shall receive 


‘pone of the benefits resulting from the mani- 


festoes of Aug. 18 and Oct 30, 1906, 
Prey to Agitators. 
‘There obviously could be no question of 


’ realizing pacific principles in a country in re- 


yolt. Therefore, for the restoration of order 
ali the districts of the Vistula are temporarily 
declared to be in a state of war. 

“The future of the Polish people thus de- 
pends. upon themselves. The government 
having a desire to continue safeguarding the 
integrity and national rights of the Polish 
people, extended by recent legislative acts, 
expects the people to reoover from the polit- 
ical intoxication which has come over the 
kingdom of Poland, the population of which 
has become a prey to the-agitators, while at. 
the same time it is putting the people on 
guard against entering 4 dangerous path, 
which, unfortunately, they have not for the 
first. time trod.”

‘lich. Afr. Morton has been the deposed prin- 


cipal’s stanchest friend. Supt. Cooley makes 
no charges against any of the teachers in 
removing them so summarily. He says sim- 
ply that he found *“ incompatibility of tem- 
perament ” where there should be the great- 
est harmony, and, without going too deep 
into the cause, he has taken away all possi- 
ble sources of irritation, 


Where Teachers Will Go. 

Mr. Masslich will go to one of the high 
schools without suffering any pecuniary loss. 
The other teachers will be distributed among 
the elementary schools, They will go to the 
Harrison school, the John H. Hamline school, 
the Thomas Drummond school, and the Mose- 
ley school. 

All of the incoming teachers have not been 
decided upon. Mr. Stahi has been working 
for a week, hunting for teachers who answer 
the requirements of Mr. Cooley. Three who 
will take charge this morning are H. J 
Buck of the Drummond school, Miss Neflie 
M. Lynch of the Moseley school, and Miss 
Margaret J. McKee of the Carter school. The 
other two places will be fliled by substitutes 
until answers have been received from those 
asked to take the places. It is understood 
that all who accept will do so on probation, 


Source of the Difficuity. 

The difficulty which has generated the 
evils resulting in Mr. Cooley’s action has 
been the vague understanding of where the 
authority of the school board ends, and 
where the power of the bridewell officers be- 
gins in the management of the school. 

Mr. Cooley admits that his transfers do 
not cure the trouble entirely, but expresses 
the hope that, in future conferences, the line 
of demarcation can be defined more clearly, 
and that a new. period of more intelligent 
management is in sight. It is his idea that 
the boys in the John Worthy school are not 
different than those in any other school, when 
it comes to their hears, and that they should 
be managed as other boys are, not sent toa 
prison guard for discipline at the least in- 
fraction of the rules. In an interview in the 
evening Mr. Cooley made his purpones Clear 
and explained his actions. 


Supt. Cooley Explains Purposes. 

“I want it understood that Mr. Massiich is 
a good teacher and a valuable man,’ he said, 
** He has made a success in high school work 
and he will return to ft. He did not have the 
experience necessary in dealing with a prob- 
lem such as was presented him. He was not 
to blame for the system he found in vogue. 

“I have reason to believe that he was ham- 
pered in his work by his own teachers. I 
will not say that specific charges have not 
been made, but I do not care to make the 
charges public. Some of the teachers were 
in the habit of running to the bridewell offi- 
cers about little things, and it only served to 
foment trouble. 

“ There is no getting round the fact that 
con@itions are bad in the school. The repre- 
sentatives of the board of education did not 
know what theif authority really was. The 
boys knew this and had become insolent... 

“The day I was out there one of the boys 
broke some article in the manual training 
room. The teacher did not dare discipline 
him, but sent the offender to a guard. The 


‘guard set him ‘ plowing,’ which means run-

It struck me asa 
weak way to deal with that boy. 

“I do not believe those boys are all bad, 
or that any of them are bad all through.

It is reported that strenuous efforts may be 
made by the friends of the teachers sent 
away from the John Worthy school to have 
them reinstated.

Columbia Trustees Establish Pro- 


fessorship in Berlin University. 


JAMESSPEYER GIVES $50,000. 


German Students to Study American 
History and Institutions. 


New York, Nov. 12,—American 

of the curriculum of the University of Berlin 
as the result of a gift made by James Speyer 
of New York to Columbia university. 

President Butler announced today that Mr. 
Speyer had given the sum of $50,000 to the 
trustees of Columbia to endow a chair in the 
German university to be known as the Theo- 
dore Roosevelt professorship. 

In making’ the announcement 
Butler said: 

“ Mr. Speyer's gift seems to us both striking 
in its originality and splendid in its possi- 
bilities. We are not without hope that before 
long Columbia university will be put in pos!- 
tion to make similar arrangements with the 
University of Paris and with an English 
university, possibly the University of Lon- 
don.”’ 


President 


Roosevelt Gives Consent. 

President Roosevelt assented to the request 
of Mr. Speyer to attach his name tothe chair, 
and the German emperor promptly gave ap 
proval to the suggestion. 

The professorship will be established in 
accordance with a plan approved by the Ger- 
man emperor, who received President Butler 
in audience at Wilhelmshohe in August last. 
Incumbents of the professorship will be ap- 
pointed by the Prussian ministry of educa- 
tion with the emperor’s sanction, upon tb 
nomination of the trustees of Columbia uni- 
versity. The term of office of each incum- 
bent will be one year, and incumbents wil 
be eo chosen that in successive years the 
fields of American history, American consti- 
tutional and administrative law, American 
economic and sociological problems and 
movements, American education, and Amer- 
ican contributions to science, technology, the 
arts, and literature will be the subjects of 
instruction. 


Nominations Open to A!l Schools. 

It is proposed in this way to present ina 
series of years to German university stu- 
dents an outline of American history and 
institutions. Nominations will not be con- 
fined to the members of the staff of Columbia 
university, but professors in any American 
institution of learning or scholars wunat- 
tached to any university will be eligible for 
nomination. 

The German government in return will 
establish at Columbia university a professor- 
ship of German history and institutions, to 
the incumbent of which the same general 
conditions will apply as for the incumbent 
of the Theodore Roosevelt professorship. 
The appointee to the chair in Columbia uni- 
versity will lecture in English. 

The trustees of Columbia university have 
nominated as the first incumbent of the chair 
John William Burgess, Ph. D., LL. D., Rog- 
gles professor of political science and con- 
stitutional law, and dean of the faculty of 
politica) science in Columbia university, and 
it is expected that his appointment will 
shortly \be made by the. Prussian ministry 
of education. Prof. Burgess will enter upon 
his duties at the University of Berlin in the 
winter of 1906-’07, and will give instructions 
in, American constitutional history.

police. 

He said) he had taken $2,200 from the print- 
ers’ beneficial association organization of 
employés of the government printing office, 
of which he had been treasurer, and decided 
to réturn to the hills of Abington, where he 
was born and spent his boyhood, to commit 
suicide. When he could not steal a rideon 
a freight train he tramped, not even pausing 
to sleep. At @ drug store In Abington he 
spent 10 cents for landanum, hastened to a 
hill between Abington and Willow Grove, 
and swallowed the drug. <A few hours later 
he awoke, the poison having acted as a 
sleeping. potion only, as in ignorance of its 
use he had not taken enough. Then he 
walked to Philadelphia. 

Alien left his home Wednesday morning, 
but failed to report at the printing office, or 
to return home in the evening. 

Friday morning his wife received a letter 
from him, telling of his intended suicide, 
Mrs. Alien notified the Washington. police, 
and they sent word to the Montgomery 
county authorities, who searched the coun- 
try in and around Abington. 


POLICEMAN SEES A KILLING. 


Arrests Man Who Hurled His Annoyer 
Through Third Story Window 
to the Street Below. 


Policeman Thomas Keegan of the Chicago 
avenne station heard a smothered scream last 
night and looked up just in time tosee some- 
thing fall from a third story window at 131

where tt lay motionless. 

Before the policeman could reach it a man 
ran out of a hallway, seized the object, and 
hurried back into the building. 

Keegan followed to the third floor and 
stopped before a door in which he heard the 
heavy breathing of a man.

The room wasdark, but Keegan struck 
a match and found a man im the bed covered 
with the biankets drawn around him. An 
explanation was. demanded. 

“My name is William Dada and I ama 
clerk in the main postoffice,’’ the man said. 
“JT was annoyed by the whining of my 
Scotch collie and I tried to throw it across 
the room. I threwit too hard andit went oat 
the window.”’ 

Beneath a blanket in a corner the police 
found the collie. It was dead. Dada was 
locked up on charges of disorderly conduct 
and cruelty to.animals. 


STEEL TRUST GETS IRON HILL. 


Great Heap of Ore Near Durango, 
Mexico, Expected to Yield 60 to 
70 Per Cent Pure Metal. 


El Paso, Tex., Nov. 12.—[Special.]—The 
famous Iron mountain (Cerro del Mercado), 
near Durango, Mexico, has been purchased 
by the American steel trust. 

The mountain is a tremendous lump of 
from ore a mile in length, nearty 2,000’ feet 
wide, and rising 460 to 60 feet above the 
rock strewn plain. The ore is hematite and 
one of the richest in irons in the world. 

Lake Superior ores contain from 59 to 
65 per cent of pure iron, while the Durango 
mountain is from 60 to 67 per cent pure.

Anarchistic Speeches Mark Meeting 
at Which Recent Act Is Denounced 
aud Threaten to Cause Disorder 
Chairman’ Promptly Quells Radical 
Speakers, but Not Until Viclent 
henesty of Lawyers” Is Discussed.

Cnionlte si 
the cause of several anarchistic speeches yes- 
senday at the Sencder msatite éf tee Society 
of Anthropology héld in Corinthian hall, Ma- 
sonic temple. The session: was marked by 
speeches which threatened for a time to re- 
sult in disorder. Only the prompt use of 
the chairman's gavel succeeded in quelling 
the more radical of the impromptu speakers. 
However, the municipal court law, which 
was the subject of the principal addresa, was 
forgotten and the “dishonesty of the law- 
yers ” and the “ oppression by the govern- 
mem” were substituted for the original 
topic. 
“ Down with the laws—away with the gov- 
ernment,” shouted one man ag he swung his 
arms and shook his fists. 


Girl Is Among Radical Speakers. 
“We have no honest lawyers,” yelled an- 
other enthusiast. 

“ The justice courts are rotten and so are 
all the courts of the land,” shouted Francis 
Mills, the president of the society. 

Other ardent followers of. anthropology 
joined in with similar statements. A girl was 
one of the speakers: She defended the an- 
archists who were hanged at the time of the 
Haymarket riot. 

All the excitement came after the regular 
address, which was made by Nicholas J. 
Pritzker. His subject was the “ New Justice 
Court.” This part of the meeting produced 
little excitement, from the fact that Mr. 
Pritzker, who is not a member of the society, 
gave an outline of the new law and criticised 
the-different provisions of it. He had been 
invited to talk on the subject, but it was evi- 
dent that his ideas of “ government” were 
not “ strong’ enough for the average member 
of the organization. 


New Law Is Criticised. 

“I scarcely believe the new law will stand,” 
said Mr. Pritzker, “ because it does not pro- 
vide specifically for the repeal of the old law. 
The new law doesn’t obviate many of the 
problems of the present justice court laws. 
A man still may start a case In Glen View 
and transfer it to Seuth Chicago. Our old 
law is all right in theory; it simply is wrong 
in practice. If we always had officials whose 
honest intent wasto carry out the laws there 
would be no hecessity of changing the pres- 
ent system. 

“‘'The trouble now ts that too many justices 
are swayed by bribery and graft. With th® 
new law in effect we will gain nothing unless 
we put scrupulous men in office.’ 

In the discussion which followed the radi- 
cal speeches were made.

RICH-QUICK REVELATIONS MAY 
. SEND MERCHANTS TO JAIL 


Federal Grand Jury Gets Sensational 

| ‘Information in Investigation Into 
Shady Concernse—May Result in Ar- 
rest of Men Prominent in Business 
Life—Sultsberger Tells Authorities 
All He Knows About — Busi- 
messes in City.

St. Louis, Mo., Nov. 12.—{ Special. }—Promi- 
nent St. Louis business men, identified with 
businesses which come under the get rich 
quick heading, are threatened with arrest as 
the result of disclosures made to the federal 
grand jury. 

Sensational information, it is believed, has 
been given to the jury by former President 
Sultzberger of the defunct Merchants’ Brok- 
erage Commission company. Sultzberger is 
charged with conducting a get rich quick con- 
cern. 

It has been known for a long time that sev- 
eral concerns operated by men of prominence 
could not be reached for lack of conclusive 
evidence. At the federal building today it 
was said that “‘ men higher up ” had been ex- 
posed by Sultzberger. One of the named 
concerns is still doing business, another has 
quit, but the managers and owners are still 
in the city and can be arrested at any time. 

Sultzberger and Postoffice Inspector Reid 
held several conferences in the last week and 
it is believed that Sultzberger told Reid 
things that are likely to result im fresh in- 
dictments and a local sensation. * 


QUAIL PLENTIFUL THIS YEAR. 


Restrictive Game Laws Tend to Increase 
Game Supply—Prairie Chickens 
Difficult to Locate. 


Bloomington, Il., Nov. 12.—{Special. }—The 
quail season opened Friday in Illinois and 
will last until Dec. 20, a period of forty days. 
The birds are unusually numerous this sea- 
son throughout central Illinois, and the ad- 
vance guard of hunters report fine sport. 
Restrictions placed upon these birds by the 
game iaws in the last few years are having 
their effect, and the sport at the present 
time is fine. Hunters report a steadily 
growing opposition among farmers to tres- 
passing upon farms in search of game, and 
it is difficult to find fields that are not marked 
by warning signs or with owners on guard. 

Prairie chickens are still scarce, although

pacity. Above all things the lack of means 
of transportation and of rapid communica- 
tion among themselves and with other coun- 


their inheritance. 

They are the original exclusionists, and 
can be taunted with it when they complain 
of the enforcement of that policy against 
them by others. The strength of their pro- 
test against it logically is that after China 
had been compelled by force to abandon the 
policy of exclusion some other countries— 
chiefly the United States and Australia— 
‘have adopted it against Chinamen. 

The Americans who framed the Chinese 
exclusion laws were not thinking of logic, 
and were not ashamed ‘to appropriate an 
obsolete Chinese idea. Their purpose orig- 
inally was only to exclude the coolies, be- 
cause it was believed that, owing to their 
capacity for labor, the long hours they were 


money on which they could live, they would 
‘anderbid white labor and drive it out of the 
market. This was a confession of incompe- 
tency to compete on equal terms with the 
coolies where hard manual labor was con- 


cerned, 


The objection to the unrestricted admis- 
éion of Chinese laborers to the United States 
holds good, but what American who is not 
deceived by the clamor of demagogues fears 
the competition of Chinese bankers or com- 
mercial travelers? What American can 
dread an invasion of Chinese merchants, 
scholars, or gentlemen? The policy of keep- 
ing them out by ruffianly treatment at the 
frontier and of dogging their footsteps as if 
they were paroled criminals after they have 
been admitted should be given up altogether 
and forever. It is a disgrace to a civilized 
nation standing in “the foremost files of 


time.” 


INDUSTRIAL INSURANCE.

It is plain that insurance which may be 
paid for by the week, other things equal, is 
better adapted to the needs of the poor thap 
insurance which can be paid for only by the 
year. Many men can spend 10: to 25 cents 
per week who would find it impracticable to 
spend what that comes to yearly in a lump 
sum. While the bencfits neceesarily are 
small they eome in handy for poor people 
who have funeral expenses to pay. But 
insurance taken ont on this plan is in the 
United States extremely expensive com- 
pared with ordinary insurance; It takes 
many thousands of men and women to go 
about and make the millions of weekly col- 
lectione, it requires an enormous amount 
of clerical work to keep track of the multi- 
tudes of small payments, and the wages 
of collectors and clerks must, of course, be 
paid by the policy holders. 

Another reason of the high cost of this 
kind of insurance is that, as only persons 
taking out policies for more than $250 are 
given a medical examination, the death rate 
is high. A policy does not lapse until four 
weeks have passed without the payment of 
a premium, a policy holder may be rein- 
stated after any length of time by paying 
all back premiums, and benefits are paid 
persons who give up policies that have run 
more than three years, but nevertheless 
from 40 to 50 per cent of the policies taken 
out are allowed to lapse, most of them with- 
in the first six months. 

The Armstrong committee ought to run 
its probe deep into industrial] life insur- 
ance, If, as is charged, there are abuses 
in it, they ought to be corrected speedily. If 
there is any class of the people whom gov- 
ernmepts ought to make special efforts to 
protect from frand and dishonesty in every 
form that class is the industrious and thrifty

Sir Alexander Dixie, served in command of 
the Chesapeake during the last war between 
this country and Engiand, after winning dis- 
tinction at the battle of Trafalgar, 

xies trace their ancestry back to the reign 
of King Edward III., and under Queen Eliza- 
beth Sir Walston Dixie was lord mayor of 
London. 

The baronetcy bears the date of 1660 and 
the sign manua] of King Charles 1. But Sir 
Alexander has among his family archives a 
warrant for a baronet’s patent, granted to 
him and signed by King Charies L nineteen 
years earlier, that is to say, in 1641. Owing to 
the confusion incidental to the civil war and 
to the Cromwell protectorate the warrant 
was not put forward until after the restora- 
tion. Six Alexander has two sons, the young- 
er of whom, a godson of the king, is a lieu- 
tenant in the royal navy, while the elder, who 
also was for a time in the navy, is married to 
one of the daughters and heiresses of the late 
Sir Harry Alexander Jardine, whose family 
is much older and quite distinct from that of 
Sir Robert Jardine, the head of the leading 
firm in the China trade.

Dr. Roth, the Swiss diplomat, whose death 
ig reported as having taken place at Berne, 
possessed among bis treasures a photograph 
of the Germian emperor, with the words: ** To 
Dr. Roth in memory of 19 March, 1800, Will- 
iam I. RR.” There is a story connected with 
this photograph which renders the words in- 
scribed thereon by the emperor particularly 
interesting. The Swiss government, of which 
Dr. Roth was for so many years the repre- 
sentative at the court of Berlin, had taken the 
initiative In the organization of an interna- 
tional conference for the protection of labor, 
to be held at Berne. As soon as he learned 
of this, the kaiser intervened and asked that 
the congress should be held instead at Berlin. 

Bismarck was strongly opposed thereto and 
urged the emperor to abandon the idea. Find- 
ing the kaiser obstinate in the matter, and 
that he could do nothing with him, Bismarck 
drove off to the Swiss legation and asked Dr. 
Roth to induce his government to insist upon 
having the congness take place at Berne, as 
originally projected. Dr. Roth does not seem 
to have complied with. this request, since 
shortly afterwards the congress assembled 
at Berlin, It was not until then that the em- 
peror happened to learn of his chancellor's 
secret visit to the Swiss legation and of the 
request preferred by the prince to a foreign 
government to oppose his own sovereign— 
namely: the kaiser. The emperor summoned 
Dr. Roth to the palace. That was on March 
19. On March 20, that is to say, on the fol- 
lowing day, Bismarck's dismissal took place. 

>

Banks Responsible—The Treasury. 

But until the rates to commercial bor- 
Towers become oppressive the secretary of 
the treasury is not likely to be given any 
disinterested advice suggesting that he come 
to the relief of the stock market. The prin- 
"cipal New York banks themselves have fa- 
vored higher interest rates as the only means 
of checking inopportune speculation. They 
have permitted the excess reserve to be 
turned into a deficit. This latter could have 
been avoided by the simple process of check- 
ing out deposits between 10 o’clock and 12 

o’clock on Thursday and turning them back 
after 12 o’clock on the same day. To have 
protected the surplus in such manmer by re- 
Gucing the requirements would have been 
merely to follow an established practice. 
But it suited the bank statement makers te 
let the excess reserve disappear. In doing so 
they invited still higher rates; and it seems a 
reasonable prediction that the trouble is no* 
yet over in the money market. 

; Deficits in the Surplus. 

The surplus reserve decreased last week 
$4,783,075. This carried away the excese of 
$2,354,075 of the previous week and left a def- 
icit of $2,429,000. The last previous deficit 
was on Sept. 17, 1902, when it was $1,642,650. 
On Sept. 24 the deficit was turned into a sur- 
plus of $3,236,625. Call rates on the stock 
exchange for the last half of that month 
averaged from 10 to 16 per cent. The high 
rate was 35 per cent. 

The stock market at that time was heavily 
overbought and loans in great volume were 
called. The Gates interests were special tar- 
gets for the banks and were given a hard 
blow. There were other pool interests that 
suffered almost as much. Indeed, the de- 
moralization grew until the secretary of the 
treasury at the request of some of the largest 
Wall street institutions turned $20,000,000 
into the banks through the purchase of gov- 
ernment bonds. But in November of the 
Same year call rates continued firm and in 
December were as high as 13 per cent, al- 
though the excess reserve had been — up 
to a point above $17,000,000. 


14 per cent in that November, although the 
deficit lasted for but one week. In the fol- 
lowing December there was a money squeeze 
resulting in rates going to 186 per cent. 

The record of deticits in surplus is not such 
as to warrant much optimism based on the 
belief that money will be easy after the 
turn of the year. That such would be -the 
case was as true last week as it has always 
been, though the market was unable to with- 
stand the shock of 15 per cent money, and 
possibly higher to come, although in January 
it may be only 2 per cent.

‘Little iron is-for sale, and prices advanced 
at least SOc last week, with southern No. 2 
foundry now held at $14.50, Birmingham and 
local at about $18.00 to $18.50, and with mal- 
leable Bessemer at $19.00 or higher. 

In some lines of finished iron and steel the 
early November business is comparing fa- 
vorably with October trade, but in the heav- 
ier products there is comparative inactivity, 
the reason for which is that product is sold 
up almost universally for the first half of 
1906, and that buying for the second half of 
the year will not. begin till the character of 
trade for that remote period is more accu- 
rately outlined than it can be at present. 
But specifications on all clasges of steel and 
iron material continue at the recent vigorous 
vokume, no indications appearing of sub- 
sidence in the actual consumption. Prices 
of. finished material are without fluctuation, 
save as consumers are willing to offer pre- 
miums to middlemen for prompt shipments.

Foreign markets, were the first to feel the 
effect of the unexpected success of Russian 
shippers in. staying in business, but before 
the week was out declines in thie and other 
domestic markets had outstripped those on 
Buropean exchanges. Fora few days there 
was a resistance to the decline and open sup- 
port on moderate breaks by the leading bull 
interest. The general trade was educated to 
the belief that Armour was in for a long cam- 
paign in the December, and would continue 
to protect his line by preventing any serious 


‘break. When the support was withdrawn for 
|}@ @ay or ‘two miscellaneous holders, par- 


ticularly those who had bought around the 
highest level of prices, became discouraged, 
and each successive step in the decline in- 
creased the sum total of discouragement and 
the number of those who shared im it. 


December Discount Wider.

yield of last year by 30,000,000 bu. Libera! 
local receipts anda restricted milling demand 
for them made the prospect for a long drawn 
out campaign in the December less prom- 
ising. The Sc decline put the market on a 
sounder footing by developing an export de- 
mand for flour, local millers marking con- 
siderable business Friday and Saturday. 
Western shippers were trying to cancel sales 
of wheat made to come here when prices 
were high, indicating a better demand from 
local mills. 

Corn Figures Cause Dismay. 

The government crop report on corn de- 
livered an emphatic contradiction, to the 
numerous claims from Nebraska and other 
states of disappointing yields.. There was 
not only no falling off in condition during 
October but an increase instead, and the 
Washington crop reporting bureau declares 
the total yield will aggregate 2,708,000,000 
bu, or 243,000,000 bu more than the crop of 
1904. The market had shown considerable 
strength early in the week in spite of the 
easier feeling in wheat and dullness in the 
export and shipping demand. Bullish senti- 
ment was strong and there Was enough buy- 
ing to cause an advance of %c in May, to 
47%c. But the government crop figures, 
though believed by many in the trade to be 
unreasonably high on their face were too 
discouraging to holders generally. They 
could not figure out, much as they would 
like to do so, such an export demand as 
would take care of an increase of a quarter 
of a billion bu in the crop, and a general 
selling rush forced a break of 2c. On this 
decline some export business developed and 
the break was checked by liberal buying by 
the Armour interest, prices reacting \c. 

Increasing and liberal supplies of oats and 
the final weakness in other grains forced 
moderate declines, but an active and steady 
shipping demand, which took care of 500,000 
bu or more daily for seyeral days, furnished 
a counter irritant and kept the break within 
moderate bounds. Last prices were barely 
4c lower than the previous week. 


Firm Tone in Provisions. . 


Im provisions a firm tendency prevailed 
and prices at the close on Saturday showed 
gaine for the week of 10c for pork and 5@7\%c 
for lard and.ribs. Investment buying for 
outside account showed some increase and 
there was foreign buying of lard. Packers 
suppHed most of the offerings. The supply 
of hogs is large and the increase in receipts 
usual at this season of year hasbeen noticea- 
ble.

LONDON MARKET DOUBTFUL. 


Bussian Affairs Stil] Hold Business in 
Check, but Confidence in the 
Future Prevails,

LONDON, Nov. 12.—Trouble in Russia con- 

tinues to weigh heavily upon the markets, de- 


terring all prudent pedple from engaging in [ 


new risks. At the same time it is noted that 
trade in this country decidedly is improving, 
while it is expected that in six or seven weeks 
the pressure in the money market will be 
over. 

Consols opened this week dull, money being 
tight, but more firmness developed later when 
it became fairly evident no advance in the 
bank rate would be necessary. The persist- 
ent support forthcoming for home rails af- 
fords a gratifying sign that operators are 
not so completely out of the market asit has 
been the fashion to think. No doubt the 
basis of the upward movement which already 
has assumed substantial proportions were 
genuine purchases by bargain hunters, but 
these have been followed closely by specula- 
tors, who now are. engaged fairly heavily. 

The publication of the October board of 
trade turns gave a needed impetus to the 
market, though, of course, an advantage, as 
usual, was taken of an indisputable bull point 
to secure profits. As a result the stock of- 
fered was well absorbed, and its position 
would now appear to be quite healthy and 
ready for a resumption of the rise. 

Some shrewd people anticipate a heavy 
slump im Americans before the end of the 
year, and among the professionals the bear 
view certainly has the upper hand. At the 
same time financial writers are all of the 
same opinion that Americans are a good mar- 
ket to leave alone at present.
